You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday  the  thirteenth  day  of  March, 
1928,  at  ten  (10)  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Town 
Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  one  Road  Agent,  and  Chief  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER 


Appointed  June  21st  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Oliver  Petitclair. 

Reorganized  Chemical  Company  No.  3,  July  1st. 

Found  fire  truck  and  equipment  in  a  deteriorated 
condition,  due  to  neglect  and  improper  care. 

Had  thorough  inspection  of  the  truck  by  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  White  Motor  Company  of  Boston, 
makers  of  this  truck,  which  has  revealed  its  true 
mechanical  condition. 

I  suggest  and  recommend : 

Adoption  of  the  report  of  the  White  Motor  Com- 
pany that  our  truck  be  taken  to  their  shop  in  Boston 
and  overhauled.  They  agree  to  replace  new  parts 
for  worn  parts,  readjust  and  tighten  loose  parts  and 
place  the  truck  in  good  mechanical  condition  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $325.00  in  about  four  days  time. 

Renewal  of  the  four  tires  and  tubes  on  the  truck, 
also  advisable  by  the  White  Motor  Company.  The  tires 
and  tubes  now  on  the  truck  are  six  years  old  and 
unsafe.  These  tires  and  tubes  can' be  renewed,  sizes 
37  x  5  for  front  wheels  and  38  x  7  for  rear  wheels 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $260.00;  reserving  the  old 
tires  and  tubes  as  spares  for  emergency  cases.  The 
truck  at  present,  has  no  spare  tires  for  emergency. 
Tire  manufacturers  are  no  longer  making  the  37  x  5 
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size.    It  would  seem  advisable  to  buy  two  front  wheel 
tires  while  they  are  obtainable. 

Having  truck  insured  against  loss  by  fire.  It  is  a 
business  proposition.  Rates  are  reasonable  and  the 
truck  should  be  given  consideration  for  insurance. 

Consideration  of  the  above  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations by  the  town  for  the  practical,  as  well  as 
economical  benefit  of  the  fire  department. 

Co-operation  for  service  has  been  solicited. 
Worthy  suggestions  and  recommendations  reported. 
True  estimate  of  truck's  condition  mechanically  and 
its  imperative  need  of  new  tires  and  tubes,  with  the 
approximate  costs  of  same  quoted. 

If  the  condition  of  your  fire  truck  is  not  rectified 
at  once  then  the  costs  of  repairs  will  advance  with 
the  age  of  the  apparatus  and  the  truck's  efficiency 
will  rapidly  deteriorate. 

There  have  been  two  roof  ladders  added  to  the 
department's  equipment  since  July  1st.  One  16  foot 
and  one  20  foot  ladder. 

Property  loss  by  fire  has  been  confined  to  one 
serious  alarm,  June  26th.  Hughes  house,  so  called, 
owned  by  Salmon  Falls  Mfg.  Co.  Estimated  loss 
$1,500.00.     Cause  of  fire  unknown. 

Thanks  for  co-operation  extended  by  all  the  past 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS,  ROLLINSFORD,  N.  H. 


Members  of  the  School  Board,  Town  of  Rollinsford, 
N.  H. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  herewith,  my 
seventh  annual  report. 

Last  June,  partly  on  account  of  the  opening  of  the 
Parochial  school,  and  partly  due  to  the  liquidation  of 
the  Salmon  Falls  Mfg.  Co.,  your  board  decided  to  close 
the  three  school  rooms  of  the  Town  Hall  building  and 
to  consolidate  the  Quamphegan  and  the  Sullivan  rural 
schools,  thus  having  four  rooms  in  the  village,  and  two 
rural  schools.  Of  course  it  was  impossible  to  con- 
jecture last  spring  how  many  pupils  would  present 
themselves  at  the  beginning  of  the  schools  in  Septem- 
ber. However,  the  room  having  grades  I  and  II,  the 
other  having  grades  III  and  IV,  were  each  comfortably 
filled.  In  the  two  other  rooms,  one  having  grades  V 
and  VI,  the  other  having  grades  VII  and  VIII,  there 
were  more  pupils  than  we  anticipated.  About  fifty 
pupils  in  each  room  are  too  many  for  one  teacher  to 
handle  efficiently  under  ordinary  conditions.  However, 
there  were  exceptional  conditions  existing  in  this  build- 
ing. The  teachers  had  made  a  careful  promotion  of 
the  pupils  in  the  previous  June.    There  were  few  over- 
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age  pupils — very  much  better  school  work  can  be  done 
where  the  pupils  are  so  carefully  graded.  These  rooms 
are  now  doing  excellent  work.  It  is  possible  for  a 
teacher  instructing  fifty  pupils  of  nearly  the  same  age 
and  of  equal  ability  to  do  much  better  work  than  when 
instructing  twenty-five  pupils  in  an  unevenly  graded 
room. 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  Roland  M.  Leach,  who 
had  been  principal  of  the  grammar  school,  was  elected 
to  a  more  lucrative  position  in  a  junior  high  school  in 
Natick,  Massachusetts.  The  vacant  position  was  filled 
by  Mr.  Guy  Crockette.  There  is  every  evidence  that 
the  excellent  work  which  was  begun  by  Mr.  Leach  is 
being  continued  successfully  by  Mr.  Crockette. 

Within  the  past  seven  years  the  attendance  at  the 
three  rural  schools  has  varied.  Within  that  time  the 
attendance  at  Quamphegan  has  been  more  than  twenty 
pupils,  at  Sullivan  school  twenty-four  pupils,  and  only 
seven  in  the  Pear  Yard  school.  Feb.  1,  1928,  Quamphe- 
gan is  closed.  Sullivan  has  sixteen  (this  including 
some  from  Quamphegan)  while  the  Pear  Yard  has 
enrolled  twenty-one,  of  these  seven  are  in  the  seventh 
grade  and  five  in  the  first  grade. 

The  new  stoves  installed  in  the  rural  schools  are 
a  decided  improvement.  They  secure  a  much  more 
even  distribution  of  heat.  The  use  of  coal  keeps  a  fire 
in  the  room  during  the  night.  Frequently  the  rural 
schools  which  were  heated  by  wood  were  a  menace  to 
health  by  very  unequal  temperature  in  parts  of  the 
room  and  at  times  of  the  day.

Miss  Mary  Leahy  has  been  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  the  last  half  of  the  year  for  further  study  at 
Keene  Normal  School.  Miss  Madeline  Gouin  was 
secured  to  substitute  during  Miss  Leahy's  absence. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  excellent  condition 
in  your  schools.  The  teachers  are  all  doing  good  work. 
Without  exception  each  room  shows  satisfactory  dis- 
cipline, an  essential  factor  for  a  proper  atmosphere  in 
which  to  study.  To  an  unusual  degree  the  pupils  are 
interested  and  are  trying  to  do  their  best.  There  is 
concentration  of  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
pupils,  thus  insuring  excellent  results.  At  the  opening 
of  the  Fall  term  there  was  doubtless  some  loss  owing 
to  readjustment  but  this  was  quickly  mastered. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  to  forecast 
the  attendance  in  the  schools  next  September.  How- 
ever, it  is  probable  that  the  number  in  grade  V  will 
be  smaller.  If  the  cotton  mill  should  open  by  next 
September,  the  population  of  Salmon  Falls  would 
materially  increase,  thereby  making  it  possible  to  open 
one  room  in  the  Town  Hall  building.  However,  this  is 
a  supposition. 
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Your  superintendent,  on  account  of  illness,  was 
obliged  to  be  absent  during  the  Fall  term.  The  school 
board  was  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr. 
Winslow,  formerly  a  superintendent  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, to  supervise  the  school  in  the  interim. 

I  am  including  the  interesting  and  excellent  report 
of  Mrs.  Annetta  Leonard,  School  Nurse.  You  will  also 
find  names  of  the  graduates  of  Franklin  school,  1927. 

In  conclusion  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  of  the  public, 
teachers  and  the  school  board.  Only  by  this  means 
can  the  best  results  be  attained  in  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the 
health  work  done  in  the  Rollinsford  schools. 

Every  child  has  been  given  a  thorough  physical 
examination  and  these  defects  were  found :  malnutri- 
tion, 33 ;  defective  vision,  4 ;  defective  hearing,  3 ; 
pulmonary  disease,  2 ;  skin  disease,  2 ;  orthopedic 
defects,  1 ;  defective  teeth,  125 ;  hypertrophied  tonsils, 
35 ;  adenoids,  20 ;  enlarged  glands,  21 ;  unvaccinated,  5 ; 
other  defects,  4. 

Notices  of  these  defects  have  been  sent  to  the 
parents  who  are  urged  to  consult  their  physician  about 
having  them  corrected.  Four  children  have  had  their 
tonsils  removed,  two  having  been  fitted  with  glasses, 
and  fifty-two  children  have  had  work  done  on  their 
teeth. 

Health  Day  was  observed  May  20th,  with  a  pro- 
gram of  health  songs,  plays  and  dances  given  by  the 
children.  The  money  which  was  received  from  this 
entertainment  is  being  used  to  buy  pasteurized  milk 
for  the  underweights  in  the  first  four  grades  of  the 
Franklin  school. 

Frequent  examinations  for  contagious  diseases 
have  been  made.  No  epidemic  of  any  kind  has  been 
the  result. 

First   aid   for   minor    ailments    has    been   given.

Many  home  visits  have  been  made.  Several  children 
have  been  taken  to  the  dentist,  oculist  and  physician 
by  your  nurse. 

Health  has  been  taught  with  stories,  games,  and 
classes  on  the  proper  care  of  the  body  and  proper  living 
habits. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  the  co-operation  given  me  by  the  school  board, 
teachers  and  parents.
